Please rest assured we are working as quickly as possible to provide you with a final response on your manuscript. We 
have uncovered classified material in your text that is requiring extensive coordination with subject matter experts. This 
accounts for the continued delay. 

If you would prefer, we can provide you with a final response as soon as next week with much larger portions of your 
text flagged for removal. The continued time it is taking PRB to research and coordinate with subject matter experts is 
in an effort to make extremely precise classification decisions so that we can provide you with approval to publish as 
much material as possible.
